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AUTUMN MACKEREL 
FISHING. 
CATCHES AND PRICES IN 
COUNTY CORK. 

A fair share of success has aticnded seine- 
net fishing operations in the north-western 
area of County Cork, while very little has 
been done by way of drift-netting in the 
south-western area. Weather conditions have 
been unsettled, and have, consequently, re 
tarded operations. The total quantity cured 
to date in County Cork is estimated at 4,000 
barrels, and of this quantity 3,900 barrels 
have been landed by seine-nets, the remainder 
being landed by drift-nets. 

The total number of seine-nets in operation 
is forty-six, im the working of which are in- 
volved 92 boats and 732 fishermen. Of this 
number thirty-five seines are operated in the 
Castletownbere Peninsula, five seines in 
Sheep's Head promontory, and the remaimin 
six seinés are worked on the southern side of 
Danmanus Bay. The amount of drift-netting 
dene in the seining districts is negligible. 
Drift-netting is practically confined to- the 
south-western area, where motor and sailing 
boats are employed.

Cured mackerel prices have been from 65s. 
to 70s, per barrel, delivered at Castletown- 
bere. American importers were up to re- 
cently only offering 60s. Live , but are 
now ‘offering as much as 80s. Liverpool. The 
substantial increase in the price is partly due 
to the fact that the Norwegian Company has 
secured a good share of the fish, which, 
it is presumed, is being keenly felt by Ameri- 
can buyers, and the result is that the oppor- 
tunity of securing Irish mackerel on such 
loose termes as heretofore is no longer avail-

The Government had ‘entrasted 
‘the nominations of two Labour .representa- 
tives. upon the panel, as laid down by the 
Act, to the Secretary of the Labour Party, 
and he had submitted names of cettain men 
to act in that capacity without, consulting 
the National Union of Railwaymen m any 
form whatever. A copy of that resolution 
was forwarded to the Minister of Industry 
and Commerce, pointing out. that the Union 
was not consulted in any way, and, further, 
that the Union was part and parcel of the 
railway machinery now set up between the 
trade unions and the railway companies, and 
that, in the opinion of the men, they had 
a prior claim to representation upon the 
panel. 

I was somewhat surprised, continued Mr. 
Bermingham, when I received a reply from 
Mr. Gordon Campbell, acting for the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, giving 
various reasons for his action in handing 
over to the Labour Party the request for 
two Labour representatives, while we, the 
biggest organisation. were passed over as if 
we never existed.

MACKEREL 
FISHING. 


CATCHES AND PRICES IN 
COUNTY CORK. 


A fair share of success has attended seine- 
net fishing operations in the north-western 
area of County Cork, while very little has 
been done by way of drift-netting in the 
south-western area. Weather conditions have 
been unsettled, and have, consequently, re- 
tarded operations. The total quantity cured 
to date in County Cork is estimated at 4,000 
barrels, and of this quantity 3,900 barrels 
have been landed by seine-nets, the 5 eemeiader 
being landed by drift-nets. 

The total number of seine-nets in n operation 
is forty-six, in the working of which are in- 
volved 92 boats and 732 fishermen. Of this 
number thirty-five seines are operated in the 
Castletownbere Peninsula, five seines in 
Sheep’s Head promontory, and the remaining 
six seines are worked on the southern side of 
Dunmanus Bay. The amount of drift-netting 
done in the seining districts is negligible, 
Drift-netting is practically confined to the 
south-western area, where motor and sailing 
boats are employed. 

Satisfactory prices have been obtained in 
Castletownbere district, while in other parts 
only moderate prices have been paid so far. 
At the former prices were from &s. to 
23s., and may be averaged at 16s, per hun- 
dred ; and at the latter prices were from 6s. 
to 10s., the average being 8s, per “hundred. 
The good price. obtaining at ‘Castletownbere 
is due to the large number of buyers doing 
business, and in no small degree to the pre- 
sence of the Norway Export Company, which 
is doing an extensive business, and has al- 
ready secured 2,000 barrels of mackerel, These 
are being shipped to Norway, to be re-graded 
there gece to being shipped to 
America. The scarcity of mackerel as com- 
pared with past seasons, and the culling out 
of small fish, are also factors in the matter 
of the high prices at Castletownbere. Curers 
only accept medium and large-sized mackerel 
from the boats, and instances have occurred 
where the fishermen, on discovering that a 
shot of fish was mostly of small size, have 
purposely . allowed the entire capture to

The Boundary Bill. 

The faint hope that the Prime Minister 
of England’s speech yesterday might open 
some new and brighter aspect. of the 
boundary problem has been disappointed. 
In moving the second reading of the Irish 
Free State (Confirmation of Agreement) 
Bill Mr. Macdonald confined himself to a 
summary of political facts. He made a 
closely-reasoned and logical case for his 
argument that the Boundary Commission 
was an essential part of the Anglo-Irish 
settlement, and that Britain’s honour was. 
involved in the passing of the present Bill. 
Incidentally, Mr. Macdonald recognised 
in handsome terms the services and claims 
of the Southern Irish loyalists. It was, 
indeed, a warmer tribute, as some of them 
may reflect a little cynically, than they 
have received from any leader of the older 
British parties since they sacrificed their 
traditions to the needs of Empire. Mr. 
Baldwin re-stated the Conservative Party's 
attitude to the Bill, which is that the 
Boundary Commission’s powers ought to 
be limited to minor rectifications of the 
frontier ; but the party wisely refuses to 
take the risk of a general election on the 
Irish issue. It will not oppose the. Bill’s 
second ‘reading, and, if its amendments in 
the Committee stage are rejected, it will 
leave all responsibility on the Govern- 


that the Liberals would give their “ hearty 
and undivided support ” to the Bill. The 
Unionist members from Northern Ireland 
have decided to fight it at every stage, 
and yesterday they moved and seconded 
its rejection. 

It is already clear that the Bill will be 
passed quickly through the House of 
Commons, and Mr. Baldwin's speech 
indicates that, however the Lords may 
protest, they will offer no serious challenge 
to the verdict of the Lower House. The 
Bill will become law; it wil] be ratified 
by the Parliament of the Free State, and 
the Boundary Commission will be estab- 
lished—perhaps, before the end of the 
month which begins to-day. What will 
happen then? The House of Commons has 
no illusions on the subject. Not a single 
speaker of any party committed himself 
to the opinion that the Boundary Com- 
mission would achieve a peaceful solution 
of the Irish difficulty. All realised that 
its verdict must be unacceptable to either 
North or South—possibly to both—and 
that a situation of the utmost delicacy 
and of much danger must be provoked. 
Some people tell us that we are taking 
an unduly alarmist outlook on the im- 
mediate future, but the leaders of the 
British parties would not be among our 
critics. All of them used the sober and 
restrained language of men who recognise 
an enormous responsibility for the peace 
of Ir@fand; Mr. Baldwin did not conceal 
his fear that within a few weeks that 
peace might be hanging on a thread. At 
last the spokesmen of Conservatism, 
Liberalism and Labour are unanimous on 
a vital issue of Irish policy. It is their

Free State Finance. 


The Free State revenue returns for the 
first half of the current financial year were 
published yesterday. They are complete 
up to September 27th, leaving only two 
working days to be added, and, therefore, 
give a very fair idea of the country’s finan- 
cial condition. 
reveal anything but a flourishing state of 
affairs. The total revenue for the six 
months was in the neighbourhood of 
£12,500,000, as compared with nearly 
£15,000,000 for the corresponding period 
of last year. Virtually the whole deficit 
was due to a heavy falling off in Excise 
receipts and land purchase annuities. 
Excise yielded £3,855,000 as against. 
£5,380,000 last year, while land purchase 
annuities and ‘sundry loans ” fell from 
£1,380,045 in 1923 to £401,219 this year. 
On the other hand, expenditure has been 
reduced considerably. Last year it reached 
nearly £17,500,000 for the first half of the 
financial .yeár; this year it is less than 
£10,000,000. Nevertheless, the decline in 
revenue is disturbing, more especially as 
the receipts from income tax show an in- 
crease of half a million pounds over, last, 
year’s figures. Revenue,. of course, depends 
on trade, and the trade returns for the 
past few months have been anything but 
satisfactory. The total turnover for the 
first seven months of the year was 
£64,500,000, and up to the end of July 
there was an excess of imports over exports 
which amounted to no les than 
£11;869,000. It is estimated that the 
deficit for the whole year will come to at 
least £15,000,000. No just view of the 
situation can be formed without detailed 
knowledge of ‘‘ invisible ” imports and ex- 
ports, which, in the case of the Free 
State, are comparatively large. One is 
forced to depend mainly on guess-work jn 
this matter, but on the rough basis of 
Irish income tax which was collected in 
Great Britain before the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty was signed this country is in re- 
ceipt of an annual income of some 
£12,000,000 from investments in Great 
Britain and abroad. This sum. almost 
would cover our annual trade deficit, but 
invisible’ exports also must be taken 
into consideration. They consist chiefly 
of insurance premiums, which are very 
high, and shipping freights, which are paid 
almost entirely to cross-Channel firms. 
There was a time when Ireland did not 
need to be anxious about her trade, Before 
the war exports exceeded imports by so 
much as £15,000,000, while at one period 
during the war the favourable balance was 
increased. to £40,000,000. Of course, this 
sum included a large proportion from the 
area which now’is Northern Ireland; yet 
the share of the twenty-six counties was 
considerable, and the fact that the balance 
of trade now is so strongly against the 
Free State is a very harsh criticism of our 
economic methods. The immediate neces- 
sity igs expansion of our agricultural 
exports, which easily could be increased 
by £10,000,000 or £12,000,000 a year il 
producers only would recognise the urgent 
need for improvement in the quality of 
their goods. The country certainly cannot 
continue to indulge in an adverse trade 
balance much longer; for a point soon 
may be reached at which insolvency will 
begin to dog our footsteps. - 


New Methods in Housing. 


The housing shortage in Ireland, intensi- 
fied by years of neglect, menaces the 
health and forbids the happiness of the 
community. It was well said at the 
meeting in the Dublin Mansion House on 
Monday that a matter of such grave 
eoncern ought to engage the attention of 
the Churches,. The Reverend D, H. Hall, 
whose practical endeavours have done 
much to waken the public conscience, 
made a manly appeal to Labour for exer- 
tion and sacrifice ; and he pleaded with em- 
ployers to show enterprise in grappling 
with the need for reconstruction. There 
must be co-operation between masters and 
workers if the much-needed building of 
houses is to proceed; but the effort must 
be national in the fullest sense. Small 
undertakings may provide hotises of: the 


‘larger sort ; but the workers’ dwellings, 


which are needed by the thousand, call 
for methods of mass production. To-day 


a correspondent draws attention to the new 
materials which haye come into use in 


Britain, whereby standardised houses can 
be built rapidly and cheaply. In Glasgow 
steel houses are being built. They are 
made of standardised parts, which are 
transported easily from factory to site. 
and are assembled there, chiefly by un- 
skilled labour: It is. said that four men 
‘can erect a steel. house in a fortnight ; 
and such houses, while similar to ordinary 
buildings in appearance, are’ equipped 
with every manner of labour-saving con- 
trivance. Artificial stone is another 
material which has been adapted to rapid 
building, and is susceptible of that grace 
of appearance, combined with comfortable 
arrangement, which is characteristic of 
domestic: architecture since the war. If 
our housing problem were tackled with 
the largeness and thoroughness of some 
British schemes, we might build new 
suburbs of beautiful and comfortable 
houses with economy and speed. hr Té

To-day has been a day of councils, since 
informal and formal gatherings to discuss 
the situation have been many. ‘I'he Northern 
Cabinet held a meeting at Londonderry 
House this morning, with Sir James Craig 
presiding and all the members of the 
Cabinet present except the Minister left 
in charge at Belfast. Colonel Spender 
also was present. Little public interest 
was taken in the gathering, except when 
Sir James Craig submitted to the atten- 
tions of the photographers for a few 
moments, The Cabinet after sitting for 
half an hour adjourned to another room, 
where the Northern members’ were 
assembled, but after much discussion no 
decisions were reached, and the meeting 
adjourned until after the speech of Mr. 
Macdonald. 


The Conservative View.

THE PREMIER’S APPEAL TO ULSTER. 


——————--. 


Prom Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The House of Commons this afternoon 
was packed with members when the 
Speaker took the chair. In the Peers’ 
Gallery Lord Olivier, Lord Monteagle, 
Lord Macdonnell, Lord Danesfort and 
several other Peers were seated, while the 
Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery, with the 
Public Gallery, was full to overflowing. 
The side galleries were all occupied by 
members unable to find room on the floor 
of the House, while there all the gangways 
were in use as resting places by members 
unable to secure seats. 

The Government Front Bench was so 
full that Mr. Walsh, the Secretary for 
War, moved to the Liberal benches until 
the rightful owner of the seat came along ; 

‘then he sat on the floor.. The Prime 
Minister had a hearty cheer when he came 
in, as did Mr. Asquith, but Mr. Lloyd 
George entered unnoticed, and in silence. 
Mr. Baldwin had taken his seat before the 
proceedings began. 


HEATED HALF HOUR. 


There were no questions down on the 
Order Paper to-day, but that did not pre- 
vent nearly an hour from being taken up by 
private notice questions, first on Iraq, with 
its somewhat alarming possibilities, and 
then on the heat-engendering action of the 
Attorney-General in stopping the proceed- 
ings taken recently against a Communist. , 
Tackled by Sir Frederick Hall and Sit 
Kingsley Wood, Sir Patrick Hastings re- 
fused to don the white sheet of a penitent, 
but his statement did not satisfy the 
majority of the members, and more than 
once peals of laughter echoed through the 
House. Sir John Simon, Mr. Baldwin and 
Sir Douglas Hogge all put questions, and 
the extreme Labour members shouted 
wildly at the members on the other side to 
put an end to the subject. Ultimately, 
after a very heated half an hour, it was 
agreed that there should be a full-dress 
debate on the question, with possibly a 
vote of censure. 

The Government had a motion on the 
paper taking all the time of the House, 
and its drafting would haye been effective 
until the end of the autumn session, but 
Mr. Asquith’s motion that it should be 
effect:.e only until October 28th had to 
be accepted by Mr. Clynes. 

Sir Alfred Mond, who wore the broadest 
of smiles and the largest of scarlet carna- 
tions, was then called upon to take his 
seat amid lond cheers from the Liberal 
and Conservative benches; for both 
parties recognise that he is a very strong 
anti-Socialist, and likely to prove a tower 
of strencth to the Opposition. 

After an tour’s feverish excitement. the 
rising of the Prime Minister to commence 
his speech on the boundary question was 
in marked contrast. There was a little 
outburst of cheering and then complete 
silence. 


NOT A PARTY QUESTION. 


Mr. Macdonald bore testimony to the 
importance of the occasion by reading his 
speech from the beginning to the end. 
After a tribute to the late Lord Long, he: 
went on to declare that the task confront- 
ing him was not a pleasurable one, and 
he disclaimed any idea that the duty was 

“one cast upon him as a party leader. 

It was not a party question. It arose 
out of an agreement sanctioned by all 
parties, placed in jeopardy by the 
difference of opinion as to the interpreta- 
tion of the clause dealing with the 
boundaries between the Free State and 
the Northern Government. The men who 
were responsible for the Treaty meant that 
the Treaty should work, and it was the 
obnoxious duty of Parliament to remove 
any obstacles in the way of its working. 
t was said that they were about to coerce 
UIster. He resented such a charge. It 
was not true. 

The Prime Minister gave some of the 
facts dealing with the making of the 
Treaty, and declared that the Prime 
Minister of that day pointed out to Sir 
James Craig that the boundaries between 
North and South would have to be re- 
vised. The Treaty article providing for 
the Boundary Commission was binding 
upon that Government and also upon its 
successors. 


THE COMMISSION'S DUTY. 


“ We are bound,’’ emphatically declared 

Mr. Macdonald, “ to make the boundary 
article work.” The interpretation of that 
article was not for them or for any 
Government. That had been deliberately 
left to the Boundary Commission. 
I ask you,” said the Premier, address-: 
ing the House as a whole, “ to pass this | 
Bill, not as a Bill of the Government, but 
as a Bill of honour.” 

He ventured to assert that Ulster’s 
acquiescence to this Bill would earn for 
it the gratitude of the whole Empire.

Amendments would be moved 
in Committee, and, if those amendments 
failed, the sole responsibility would rest 
with the Government. 

Mr. Asquith, as anticipated, gave the 
unqualified support of himself and his 
party to the Bill. He agreed with the 
Prime Minister that the duty of inter- 
preting the effect oí. Clause 12 of the 
Treaty lay with the Boundary Com- 
mission. 
only course open to them, but he was 
still sanguine enough to believe that a 
settlement of the problems by consent was 
not beyond the bounds of possibility. 


MOTION FOR THE REJECTION. 


Mr. D. D. Reid, the Unionist member 
for Down, sought to bring matters to a 
head by definitely moving the rejection of 
the Bill. What the measure really did 
was to put it in the hands of the Com- 
missioners to determine whether the con- 
stitutional representative Government of 
Northern Ireland should exist at all. He 
declared that the Prime Minister had put 
a gloss on the measure, which was not in 
any way justified. This was not so much 
a question of. honour as a matter of ex- 
pediency. 

The motion for rejection was seconded 
by Major O'Neill. This was not so much 
a domestic. as an Imperial matter. The 
principle at stake was whether the 
boundaries of a self-governing State could 
be altered without its consent. - 


MR..MacPHERSON INTERRUPTED. 


There was an outspoken speech from 
Mr. Ian Macpherson, who,.as once having 
occupied the position of Chief Secretary, 
was, perhaps, better qualified to express 
his opinion on the Irish Treaty than many 
of the other members. who intervened in 
the debate. He dissented almost in toto 
from the views expressed by Mr. Asquith. 


He asserted, in the most definite manner, 


that a pledge was given to Ulster, which 
was quite as binding and strong as any 
pledge given to the South and West of 
Ireland. Ulster was in fact a six-county 
area by Statute. Mr. Macpherson was 
subjected to a considerable amount of in- 
terruption from some of his Liberal 
friends, which led him to observe that, 
sorry though he was to dwesent from their 
opinion on this subject, he had his personal 
word to keep, and he intended to keep it. 
He suggested that the only proper course 
was to insert in this bill the terms of 
reference to the Commission. 

Lord Hugh Cecil adopted the line taken 
by Mr. Baldwin, whilst Sir Arthur Shirley 
Benn doubted . whether any decision 
reached by the Boundary Commission 
would bring peace to Iveland. 

Sir Robert Lynn accused the Govern- 
ment of loading the dice against Northern 
Ireland. He was followed by Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor, who, speaking of the hostile 
population of Fermanagh and Tyrone, said 
that Ulster would find them as great a 
weakness to her as Alsace and Lorraine 
had proved to be to Germany. 

Mr. Moles said that the Boundary Com- 
mission, instead of bringing peace to 
Ireland, would aggravate the situation. 

Shortly before eleven o’clock the debate 
on the motion cf Captain Wedgwood Benn. 
was adjourned until to-morrow.

DECLINE OF TRADE. 


We publish to-day the Dublin Banks’ 
Clearing returns for the first nine months of 
1924, together with the comparative figures of 
the previous four years.

GIANT ZEPPELIN 
READY. 


VOYAGE TO AMERICA, 
VIA IRELAND. 


———— 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Tuesday. 

The preparations for the flight of ZR ó to 
Lakehurst, New Jersey, are now $&o far ad- 
vanced that the airship’s departure can take 
place next week. The commander of the 
vessel, Dr. Eckener, estimates that the trans- 
Atlantic flight will take from between sixty 
and a hundred hours, according to the weather 
conditions. Thirty thousand kilogrammes of 
petrol and 2,500 kilogrammes of oil are being 
taken on board for the ship’s motors, The 
crew will consist of twenty-eight persons, 1n- 
cluding three American atrial experts and the 
future commander of the airship, Captain 
Steel. 

The question as to the route which the air- 
ship will take is still uncertain, but occupied 
territory, France and Belgium, will not be 
crossed, The French Government gave per- 
mission for the ship to fly over occupied terr:- 
tory and France, but only on condition that 
a representative of the French Ministry ot 
War participated in the flight. This request 
was refused. The most probable route is 
across Holland, via Hanover, and then either 
across England to Ireland or along the 
South and West coasts of England to Ireland 
and thence to America. The route chosen 
will depend on weather conditions. 

A few davs after the ZR 3 has left here 
the Inter-Allied Control Commission will 
arrive to supervise the destruction of the 
shed in accordance with the terms of the 
Treaty of Versailles. A small hangar will be 
left intact, and it is intended to build smaller 
airships next year which will be within the 
stipulations provided in the Treaty. 

Next month twelve German engineers from 
the Zeppelin works will journey to the United 
States to supervise the construction of air- 
ships on a big scale by the Goodyear Zeppelin 
Company, which proposes to inaugurate air- 
ship services between the United States and 
| Soath America and between the United States 
and England. A Spanish company also in- 
tends to build Zeppelins for use between 
Spain and the Argentine.—(Reuter.) 


OLD AGE 
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PENSIONS. 


MINISTRY’S REPLY TO 
DONEGAL FARMERS. 


At its last meeting the Donegal Associa- 
tion of the Irish Farmers’ Union passed a 
resolution protesting against the administra- 
tion of the Old Age Pensions Act by pension 
officers, and demanding that some reason- 
able and equitable proof of age should be 
adopted in future by the Local Government 
Ministry. 

The Minister has replied to the Association, 
pointing out that pensions officers are 
directed by the recent Statute to review the 
pensions payable on June 20th last to persops 
who had not then attained the age of eighty 
years, and to adjust them. A pensioner, if 
aggrieved, was entitled to appeal to the local 
pension sub-Committee, and, if necessarv 
afterwards, to the Ministry ; and every effort 
is made by the Department to ensure that 
the decisions given to appeals are equitable, 
alike to the claimants and the taxpayers.

DEFINITE SCHEME UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 


Tt/ was learned yesterday that the Free 
State Government has a broadcasting scheme 
under consideration. The Dail decided some 
months ago that the establishment of broad- 
casting stations in the Free State should be 
left to the discretion of the Postmaster- 
General who will, of course, have to submit 
his plans to the Ministry of Finance. 

Officials of the Government recently visited 
British Broadcasting Company’s stations. 
and as a result of their inquiries, have re- 
commended that a main station should be 
established in Dublin, and a subsidiary 
station in Cork without delay. In addition 
to weather and market repgrts, a general 
programme, in which Irish“ talent will be 
given wide scope, will be broadcast. Tondon 
and other programmes will be relayed, as is 
done now by the Belfast station, which 
opened a fortnight ago. The cost of the 
undertaking is estimated at £15,000 a vear.

THE IRISH BOUNDARY. 
PRIME MINISTER'S 
SPEECH. 
———— 


The Times, dealing in a leading article 
with the Prime Minister’s speech Sg ore 
in moving the second reading of the Iris 
Free State ‘Confirmation of Agreement) Bill, 
states that both in tone and temper it was 
worthy of the occ-sion. For the decision at 
which they have arrived the Prime Minister 
showed solid reasons, proceeds The 7'imes. 
There is no question, as he pointed out, that 
Parliament decided with the very fullest 
knowledge of what it was doing, that it was 
entitled to modify the Act of 1920 in so far 
as it was proposed that it should be modified 
by the Treaty of 1921, and that these de- 
cisions were made not merely by an over- 
whelming majority of all its recognised 
parties. Nor is there any doubt as to the 
wording of the covering letter sent to Sir 
James Crsi by the Prime Minister, together 
with the Treaty, and afterwards submitted 
to Parliament. In that letter it was stated 
on behalf of the British Government that if 
Ulster decided to accept the second of 
the alternatives offered to her, and to 
share the rights and _ obligations of 
Great Britain instead of entering the 
Irish , Free State, we should “feel 
unable to defend the existing boundary, 
which must be subject to revision on one 
side, and the other by a Boundary Commis- 
sion under the terms of the instrument.”’ 
This letter, as the Prime Minister said last 
night, was before Parliament when the 
Treaty was approved in December, 1921, be- 
fore the country when Mr. Bonar Law 
promised the electorate to confirm the Treaty 
if they returned him to power, and efore 
Parliament when in November, 1923, on the 
morrow of the election. both Houses con- 
firmed the Treaty by unanimous votes. In 
the face of it, he declared that he could not 
see how it can be contended that the pledges 
of the British Government to Ulster prevent 
them from taking the action which they now 
propose., 

Mr. Baldwin, who deplored what he called 
the tragedy of the raising of the boundary 
question at the present moment, declared 
that, while he did not propose to oppose the 
second reading of the bill, amendments 
would be moved in the Committee stage; 
while Mr. Asquith promised the Government 
his hearty and undivided support. So far as 
the House of Commons is concerned, it is, 
therefore, practically certain that the measure 
will be passed, and it is from that point of 
view that it must now be considered. 

One striking feature in last night’s debate 
will not escape notice. Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald and Mr. Asquith both agreed in re- 
gretting the fact that it had not been found 
possible to arrive at a settlement by consent, 
and both appear to entertain the hope that 
even now the door is not shut on this solution 
of the difficulty. The Prime Minister went 
so far as to declare that if this measure is 
passed with the full support of all recognised 
Parties in the House, not as a bill of a Govern- 
ment, but as a bill of honour, it may be that 
it may never have to be brought into opera- 
tion at all, Neither he himself nor the Secre- 
tary for the Colonies will, he said, neglect 
any chance in the meantime to get an agree- 
ment, if that is possible. We still believe, as 
we have believed from the beginning, 
that the way of bringing the difficulty 
to an end is to be found in this 
direction, and there is hope in the fact 
that Sir James Craig’s offer of friendly 
negotiations between himself and President 
Cosgrave still remains open. But failing this 
solution, what are the prospective effects of 
the measure itseli on Ulster and the Free 
State and the relations between them’? By 
appointing the Commission the Government 
will have fulfilled the obligations to which it 
feels itself to be committed. That-is the first 
and most important consideration. Whether 
the Government are able or not to embody 
in the bill the amendments for which Mr. 
Baldwin pleaded, it is on the interpretation of 
Clause 12 that the ultimate settlement of the 
controversy must hinge. The Commission, 
once it is appointed, will have complete dis- 
cretionary powers in the settlement of the 
Boundary, and cannot in any way be subject 
to dictation from outside. But in view of 
the repeatedly expressed opinions of the Bri- 
tish statesmen who were concerned in the 
framing of the Treaty there can be no doubt 
as to what was the spirit of Clause 12, for 
the faithful carrying out of which Mr. Bald- 
win earnestly contended last night. ‘‘ We 
never,” he said, “ had any doubt as to the 
meaning of Article 12, and as to the limited 
nature of its terms. It was on that assump- 
tion alone—that the Boundary Commission 
meant a Commission to deal with the 
rectification of the boundary—that the bill 
passed this House.’’ That clearly is the right 
interpretation of the spirit in which the 
powers to be conferred on the Commission 
were regarded by the Government responsible 
for the Treaty, and in that spirit lies the 
surest hope of a settlement on constitutional 
and permanent lines, which may bring to the 
two parties in Ireiand the friendship and 
mutual understanding, which alone can give 
that country the happiness of internal peace.

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CONSERVATIVE PARTY’S 
INTENTION, 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—It is hoped to obtain the second 
reading of the Irish Bill this evening, and, 
in that event, the Committee stage will begin 
to-morrow. The length of it depends entirely 
upon the extent to which members have been 
successful in framing amendments which will 
be accepted as being in order. It is realised 
that the bill is so drawn up that it is a 
matter of the greatest difficulty to draw up 
any effective amendments at all which are 
likely to be in order. The Conservative 
Party, however, intend to endeavour to 
submit three official amendments on the Com- 
mittee stage in the hope that they may be 
allowed. 

The Ulster Unionist members will endeavour 
to move an amendment :—“ Providing that 
for the purposes of giving effect to the 
agreement set forth in the schedule to the 
bill, by providing doubts which have arisen 
as to the true interpretation of Article 12, 
it is hereby declared that the expression : 
‘In accordance with the wishes of the in- 
habitants,’ in that Article means the con- 
sent of the Parliament of the Irish Free 
State and the Parliament of Northern Ire- 
land as constitutionally representing the in- 
habitants of the Irish Free State and of 
Northern Ireland respectively.”’ 


THE . BOUNDARY COMMISSION. 


The Daily News remarks :—No one really 
denies now that the setting up of a Boundary 
Commission was part of the bargain with the 
Southern Irish, and that if it is not set up 
the British Government will have broken 
their word. We can quite understand the 
reasons which animate Ulster’s resistance 
to the step; we can understand Ulster’s. sense 
of grievance and her belief that her interests 
have been insufficiently regarded, but we can- 
not understand on what ground the claim is 
made that the execution of an engagement 
entered into three years ago, and well known 
to exist all these years, is in itself a 
‘‘eoercing’’ of Ulster or a tyrannous over- 
riding of her rights. Mr. Baldwin was far 
better advised in basing his case on an 
honourable regard for her feelings. No one 
wishes to outrage them; everyone in this 
country—almost. regardless of party—is both 
ready and anxious to secure Ulster in all her 
legitimate liberties, but the character of the 
campaign in their defence makes it extra- 
ordinarily difficult. i 
The Westminster Gazette says :—Yesterday 
the Prime Minister moved the second readin 
of ‘the Irish Boundary Bill in a posh 
studiously moderate in tone. As he very 
truly said, the bill is in no sense a party 
bill, embodying a line of policy for whi 
the Government of the day has any special 
responsibility. . Jt is a bill of honour, which 
ought be “wg with unanimity. rie 
fortunately, Mr. Paldwin very speedily made 
it clear that. this unanimity is un! ely to 
be ing.

TETUAN, Tuesday. 

The Sheshuan garrison has been relieved. 
The Spanish relief forces have entered the 
town without meeting with any resistance. 
The Riffs were found to have evacuated the 
positions surcetneng the besieged forces as 
soon as the approaching relief columns were 
sighted. The inhabitants of Sheshuan wel- 
comed the Spanish forces enthusiastically. 
General Rivera expresses great satisfaction at 
the news. 

As punishment for the Riff ambush attack 
at Zinat, the Spanish High Command has 
ordered native villages to be burned. Severai 
hamlets were roaring in flames from incen- 
diary bombs when I traversed the high road 
as far as Zinat this morning. Aged women, 
feeble old men and squalling children lined 
the roadside, praying to Allah for mercy, as 
their homes were burning. 

During the night a big German-made 
PP te. car, equipped with wireless, was 
patrolling the high road when it ran into a 
trap the Riffs had dug in the ground. The 
roadway gave way, sending the armoured car 
into a ditch at he side. The crew crawled 
out, using the overturned car and bodies of 
dead mules beside the road as ramparts until 
a patrol, attracted by the firing, rushed to 
the rescue. 

I witnessed this morning aeroplanes supply- 
ing the besieged mountain blockhouse with 
water, after the occupants had heliographed 
they were going mad from thirst. The pilots 
wrapped huge cakes of ice in bags and circled 
low over the blockhouse, dropping the ice 
inside. é

Zaghlul Pasha entertained some three hun- 
dred Egyptian students and others at his 
hotel in London yesterday. Speeches were 
made expressing confidence that he would do 
all in his power to secure complete independ- 
ence for Egypt and the Sudan. 

Zaghlul Pasha, in reply, said that he came 
here to have an alliance with Great Britain, 
because they would be much better off as 
friends than as enemies.

It is understood that Zaghlul Pasha has 
telegraphed, stating that negotiations are 
being initiated at his next meeting with Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald. Meanwhile the Zagh- 
lulist Press is reticent, but the Special Cor- 
respondents in London state that the ten- 
dency is more hopeful, and that there is » 
growing desire for an understanding. 

Another Cairo telegram says :— 

A communiqué to-day gives the contents 
of a telegram from Zaghlul Pasha, the Prime 
Minister, in which he refers to the interview 
he had yesterday afternoon with Mr. Mac- 
donald, and says that the conversation was 
of the most cordial and satisfactory nature.

“The unity of Christendom has been draw- 
ing closer in spite of almost any of 
our own,” said the Rev. Dr, Selbie, Principal 
of Mansfield College, at the civic reception 
which marked the opening at the 50th annual 
Church Con mé idal barriers have 
been removed at Oxford University, and ever 
siece the Lambeth Conference there has been 
a paving of the way to some ration in 
the days to come, The diffi es of one 
uniform Church seem to be almost insuper- 
able, and [ doubt very much whether we 
should be right in looking for anything like 
uniformity. If we wanted any indication of 
the unwisdom of this I would venture to gay 
that the condition of things within the 
Anglican Church itself is quite enough to 
show that uniformity is not a thing greatly 
to be desired. We hope that in Christian love 
and fellowship we may be able to find a 
better condition of things than we have 
hitherto discovered in this country, and a 
v8 YS working together for the Kingdom of 
God.”’ 

The Bishop of Oxford, President of the 
Congress, in reply, said that the Lambeth 
Conference approted to Christian people to 
explore the way in which some day. visible 
unity might be obtained. From the first, Dr. 
Stibie had used his great gifts and larze- 
heartedness and sincerity in fesponding to 
the appeal. | 

The Bishop of Liverpool, in a Sermon at 
St. Mary the Virgin utch, said that 
formerly they knew the Church as a body, 
fast bound by obsolete machinery and laws, 
many of which were doing almost as much 
harm as good. He looked forward to a use 
and rittial of the English Church, which 
should be historically English—free from all 
savour alike of Roman  doetfine and of 
mofern Italian practice—beautifal and worthy 
and directly ministering to the spiritual 
apprehension of God. 

The Bishop of Winchester, in St. Bar- 
nabas’s Church, said that, just because the 
foundation was so sure, the Catholic Church 
could afford to welcome, and to test, all the 
results of honest invéstigation. She could 
afford to be liberal, without being modernist, 
and to welcome fresh light from whatever 
quarter it came. 

The Bishop of Oxford, in his presidential 
address on ‘‘ The Church of To-morrow,” 
said that ‘‘ sometimes we are challengéd, as 
we have been chal’enged lately, to make our 
choice between Rome and the Reformation. 
Our answer is—The question for us is o 
neither. That is the answer which my own 
study of our history and my judgment more 
and mote confirmed. That is the ahswer we 
have always done our utmost to give, éven in 
the stress of the sixteenth century, for we 
carry on tradition, and we cáfry otit reform 
in our own way. 

‘‘ Reformers, and even prophets, are easily 
led to become too exclusively denunciatory in 
their methods—they become oppressed by the 
evils and miseries and disloyalties and selfish- 
ness they find everywhéere—in impatience or 
despair they long to make a clean sweep; 
they would fain do sométhing drastic,and a ply 
what they conceive to be heroie remedies. 
Not, 1 believe, in that way is truly creative 
work ever done; nof, I believe, in that atti- 
tude of mind do men ever rightly understand 
the thing or the problem wit which they ate 
oo What is needed most of all to-day, if 
the morrow is to be fruitful, is not novelties 
or drastic reforms, but a larger volume of 
all the good work already going forward. 

“The Bishop of Woolwich at first session to- 
night spoke of the problem of Christian con- 
duct. He denounced the use of all artificial 
contrivances to prevent conception, advocated 
by the euphemistic birth control sehool, as 
opposed to Christian conduct, as degradation 
of a sacrament, and due to a perverted 
human ingenuity. The social order, he de- 
clared, which allows some to be rich although 
they do no work, and others to be poor be- 
cause there is no work for them to do, 1s 
terribly in heed of reform. The pure hoard- 
ing of money and accumulation of wealth ‘is 
an idolatry of the most revolting character. 
Gambling is vicious and immoral~it is a 
social disease that devours like a canter, and 
is largely on the intrease. The racecourse 
is honeycombed with vice. 

“Church basaars, lotteries and whist 
drives are run for religious purposes. We 
are teld the end justifies the meahs—a philo- 
sophy which St, Paul calls damnable. The 
possession of land for selfish aggrandisement 
is contrary to Christian ethics. 

‘‘In regard to mineral royalties is it con: 
sonant with Christian practice that those who 
do not toil should be enriched at others’ 
expense? The motive for all industry must 
be service and not gain. The disaster of the 
late war is the condemiiation of the excessive 
nationalisation, which is a menacé to the 
world. 

“ We need,” he concluded, “ to establish 
a court of international justice, which every 
nation will obey, to overcome, by inter- 
national effort, the evils of vice and disease ; 
to secure the up-lift of the backward races, 
and achieve right conditions of labour 
throughout the world.”

STATEMENT BY MR. THOMAS. 


Sir Samuel Hoare, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, asked the Prime Minister 
whether he could give the House. any in- 
formation with reference to the Turkish in- 
cursions into Iraq; whether there had been 
British casualties; what part the Kurds had 
taken; and what had been done to protect 
the Assytian Christians from massacre. 

Colonel Gretton, in a question on the same 
subject, asked whether a state of war existed 
between Turkey and Britain. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, who replied, said— 
I wish to make it clear at the outset that 
there is no question of a state of war éxisting 
between this country and Turkey, What has 
happened is that certain Turkish military 
movements have taken place on the frontiers 
of Iraq, which His ajesty’s Government 
claim to have been disturbances of the 
status quo Which other Governments were 
— by the Treaty of Lausanne to observe, 
en ua decision on the frontier question, 

he itish authorities in Iraq, who had 
learned that movements of this nature were 
in contemplation, sent a serious. warning on 
12th September to the nearest. Turkish 
authority. In spite of this, Turkish regular 
and irregular forces began to cross the fron- 
tier on the 14th of September. Air action 
was taken against the invaders, ahd a small 
party was driven back across the frontier, 

ut further encroachments took place, and 
the Iraq police and the levy forces had con- 
sequently to fall back. Three British casual- 
ties have been reported, not of a serious 
character. 

The Kurds have madc no movements, so 
far as I am aware. Assyrian Christians, a 
number estimated at about six thousand, 
have fied from their homes, which were ih a 
small area to the north of the Mosul vilayet, 
which His Majesty's Government ¢laimed to 
have been outside the sphere of Turkish in- 
fluence at the date of the signature of the 

reaty, and they have taken refuge in Iraq. 
A series of protests have been made to the 
Turkish Government against these infringe- 
ments of the frontier. 

The British authorities in Iraq have been 
authorised to take all necessary action in 
order to prevent invasion or infiltration by 
Turkish forces of a nature to entail. serious 
unrest and bloodshed. These movements are 
all the more deplorable because the frontier 
question is actually under discussion at this 
moment by the Council of the League of 
Nations, His Majesty’s Government have 
informed the Council that they regard these 
events as a circumstance affecting interna- 
tional relations, and threatening to disturb 
the a” understanding between nations on 
which peace depends. 
brought them to the attention of the Council, 
as provided by Article 11 of the Covenant, 
and have also requested the Turkish Govert- 
mént to issue immediate orders to the local 
Turkish commander to withdraw all Turkish 
forces from Mosul and the smal! area to the 
north of it. This request was telegraphed to 
Constantinople on Saturday.

Speaking at a demonstration of Bessbrook 
loyalists, at which a resolution was passed 
vigorously protesting — any alteration 
of the Ulster boundary, Mr. John F. Gordon, 
M.P., said that they believed it was the 
Socialist Government's intention to transfer, 
not small, but large slices of Northern terri- 
tory to the Free State, and they in Ulster 
were prepared to resist any such attempt, 
even to the shedding of blood. 

Let them, therefore, be organised to meet 
any eventualities that might arise within 
the next few weeks. Already several bat- 
talions were orgatised in Liverpool to come 
to their assistance. They were not going to 
surrender Newry, of Derry, or Enniskillen, 
with their glorious traditions, and if their 
territory was taken it would be over their 
dead and mangled corpses.

WITHDRAWN. 


The feats expressed 6n Monday that the 
Disarmament Sub-Committee of the League 
of Nations would fail to reach a4 com- 
promise upon the Japanese amendment 
have been dispelled. Japan sought to 
force an amendment unde? which she 
would not be considered an aggressor if 
she attacked: another State on a matter 
of domestic concern. 

It was felt that the adoption of such an 
amendment would méan the closing of the 
League's doors agdinst the United States 
of America. The Dominions took a very 
firm stand on the subject. Late on 
Monday, however, the Japanese withdrew 
their afiendment, with the result that 
yesterday the Sub-Committee came to a 
unanimous decision. 


ARTICLES 5 AND 6. 


TEXT WITH AMENDMENTS. 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The Disarmament Sub-Committee reachéd 
an unanimous reement at the meeting 
which took place this afternoon. The follow- 
ing is the text, with additions, of Articles 
5 and 6 of the protocol. kW 

Article 5 states that the provisions of 
Paragraph 8, Article 15; of the Covenant 
shall continue to apply to the proceedings 
before the Council: If, in the course. of 
arbitration such as contemplated in Article 4 
of the present protocol, one of the partiés 
claims that a dispute, or part thereof, arises 
out of a matter which, by international law 
is solely within the domestic jurisdiction of 
that party, the arbitrators shall, at this 
Rois, take the advice of the Permanent 

ourt of International Justíoe, through the 
medium of the Couneil of the League. The 
opinion Of the Court shall be binding upon 
the arbitrators, who, if the opinion of the 
Court is in the affirmative; shall confine 
themselves to so declaring in their award. 

The following is the addition now in. 
serted :— 

On a question held by the Court. or Couneil 
to be a matter solely within the démestic 
jurisdiction of a State, the decision shall! 
not prevent consideration of the situation by 
the Council or Assembly; under Article 11 
of the Covenant. 

Article 6—Every State which rtesoPts to war 
in violation of the undertakings contained in 
the Covenant or protecsl is an aggressor. 
Violation of the rules laid down for de- 
tmhilitarised zones is held to be equivalent to 
& resoft. to war. In the event of hostilities 
having broken out, any State shall be pre- 
atiméd to be an aggressor, unless the decision 
of the Couneil, which must be taken 
gi shall otherwise declare :— 

(1) H it has refused to submit the dispute 
to the procédure of pacific settlement pro- 
vided in Articles 13 and 15 of the Covenant, 
as amblified by the present protocol, or to 
comply with the judicial sentence or arbitral 
award, ot with the tinanimots recommendation 
of the Council, or disregard the tinanimous 
report of the Council. A judicial sentence or 
arbitral award recognising that the: dispute 


afises out of a matter which by international law 
is solely within the domestic -jurisdiction of 
the latter State. Nevertheless, in the last 
case the State shall only. be presumed to be 
“he aggressor if it has not pravionsly sub- 
mitted the question to the Council of the 
Assembly, under Article 11 of the Covenant : 

(2) If it has violated the provisional 
measurés efijoined by the Council for the 
period while the proceedings are in progress, 
as. contemplated in Article 6 of the present 
protocol, apart from cases dealt with in para- 
graphs 1 and 2. 

If the Council does not succeed very 
rapidly in determining the aggfessor, it shall 
be bound to enjoin upon the belligerents. an 
armistice, and shall fix the terms, acting, if 
need be, by a two-thirds majority, and shall 
supervise the execution. 

Any belligerent which has tefused to 
accept the armistice or violates its terms 
shall be deemed the aggressot. The Council 
Shall call upon the signatory States to apply 
forthwith against the aggressor the sanctions 

rovided by Article 10 of the present 
Protocel, and any signatory State thus called 
upon shall mgr “a be entitled to exercise 
the rights of a belligerent. 

Note—The addition to Article 6 begins 
with the words ‘‘ Nevertheless’ in para- 
graph 1 down to the word ‘‘ Covenant,’’ and 
in the final paragraph, from the words, 
“and ahy signatory ’’’ down to “ rights of 
the belligerent ” is also an addition.—-(Press 
Association Foreign Special.)

FOOTBALL IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
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THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—While everybody is busy waiting for 
some novel Aladdin’s lamp mebhod of con- 
structing cheap hotises, matters continue to 
drift and obvious solutions may be overlooked. 
May I, therefore, draw your attention to a 
type of construction that was first introduced 
to public notice by the Chairman of the 
Bristol Housing Committee, Councillor BE. W. 
Savory? The constriction consists of a steel 
skeleton carrying: light steel foof-trusées, 
which, except in the rooms, are exposed. 
The walls afe of 4inch” conctete, protected 
on the outside by galvanised iron sheets, laid 
with thé corrugations horizontal, tarred on 
both sides, and separated from the wall by a 
2-inch air space. Such houses could only be 
of one storey, but.they would be exceedingly 
economical and weather-proof. They would, 
of coOurse, be vulnerable to extremes of 
temperature, but a thin outer wall of brick of 
concrete cold be substituted for the 
alvanised iron when times are lesé stringent. 
are would have to be taken to prevent 
clinker or breeze concreté from touching the 
steel-work, and the oorrugated iron must be 
kept tarred. When rooféd with tiles, slates 
or asbestos cement, not over-unifofm in célour, 
these black houses would not be offensive to 
the eye, especially if a judicious use were 
made of cteepers. 

While nobodv could prétend that these 
houses would be ideal, yet, if they were 
wedded to really good standardised plans, they 


| would provide reasonable accommodation at 


the lowest cést, and, as we have seen, would 
be open to subsequent improvement. We must 
candidly admit that it is impossible at present 
to build the ideal houte in anything like 
sufficient quantities; and a cémpromise in con- 
struction, such as this; would at least enable 
families to move out of their present quarters, 
which are Only compatable to damp and over- 
crowded sheds.

Sir,—As reported in your issue of to-day, 
President Cosgtave takes ati {appeal to 
private enterprise to assist in temoving the 
hardship of want of houses, This would not 
be necessary if house-building were a profit- 
able investment. Even with the high rate of 
wages and cost of materials, building would 
be undertaken if the builder had security for 
his investment. 

If security is removed by even a prospect 
of legislation, no sane person will invest in 
houses, as he will not invest in land. If, as 
suggested, the provisions of the Land Act of 
1925 are extended to houses, the position 
6f the builder is as bad as that of the 
landlord. If a builder invests £1,000 in a 
house and lets at £50 a year—a rent so low 
that it would probably be accepted as a 
‘fair refit’’ under an extended Actthe 
builder would get from the Government £700, 
less. costs, for an investment which cost him 
£1,000. 

Unless the Government oan convince a 
builder that his investment in building is 
safe, the ratepayers must supply the houses, 
and let them to a futute occupier who has 
personal influence or other means of getting 
possession of the houses built at the expense

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THE TAX ON BOOTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I do not think it can be generally 
known that the Customs duty of 28. 6d. on 
boots and shoes applies to old, as well as to 
new ones, sent from England. Happening 
recently to require erépe rubber soles put of 
an old pair of shoes, I sent these to a large 
boot-store in the South of Ireland, whence 
they were, apparently, forwarded to a factory 
in London. On their return a Customs charge 
of 2s. 6d. was made and a postal délivery 
charge of 6d. Applying for a refund of the 
duty on the ground that the shoes were not 
new, the manager of the stores received a 
letter from the Foreign and Colonial Parcel 
Post Dépót at Limerick, stating that ‘‘ soles 
are dutiable whether imported separately or 
as parts of repaired boots and shoes. The 
bill with which I have been presented is, 
thérefore—rubber soles, 88, od. : Customs 
duty and tax, 3s. ; postage four ways, 28. 9d.— 
total, 14s, 6d. 

When I asked the boot-stores why they 
could not supply these soles themselves I was 
told: “ Much as we should like to pet this 
kind of work done at home, we would bé un- 
able to do so, as special machinery and a 
ene trained craftsman are necéssary.’’ 
Under the citcumstances, if Irish boot-makers 
do not consider it worth their while to me 
up-to-date methods of soling which are in 
universal use in England, the tax can certainly 
not be justified on the ground of supporting 
Irish trade.—Yours, éteé., GORDON.

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THE TRANSIT OF CATTLE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TIIF IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Referring to the address delivered by 
Mr. George W. Greene at the Rotary Club 
yesterday, please grant me space to say that 
t is just as much a criminal offence in the 
Irish Free State as it is in Bngland for a 
man to beat an animal with a stick 86 as to 
cause pain. The law on the point is precisely 
the same in both countries. The American 
flapjack, which is made of tanvas and looks 
like a ftafor strop, is even better than the 
London goad, which Mr. Gieene mentioned. 
A provincial meat-trader in Glasgow recently 
stated that they estimated the loss on bruised 
Irish cattle at not less than three millions 
sterling last year, and that not 2 per cent. of the 
1,800 cattle sold at the Glasgow market in the 
preceding week were clear of bruises. He 
then turned to thé carcares of the Canadian 
cattle which had just been slaughtered, and 
said: ‘‘ This day three weeks those animals 
stood in the Calgaty market, 5.000 miles away, 
and they are unblemished.” The Ivich 
animals, beaten as they are, fetch at least 3d. 
per lb. dead weight less than the Canadian 
beast. | 

The use of the English goad, in which the 
point only projects one-eighth of an inch, is 
not illegal, but the goads which have been 
used in this country have usually had nails 
half an inch or mote long at the end, which 
undoubtedly cause great pain and damage tu 
the animal, ahd are therefore illegal.

PREMIER’S SPEECH. 


APPEAL TO AVOID PARTY 
POLITICS. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said:—I can say 
that I rise with no pleasure to move the 
second reading of this bill, and | certainly 
do not do it as a party leader. Before 
December, 1921, every measure dealing with 
the government of Ireland was the subject of 
arty division, Since that date there have 
wet many divisions, but in no single case 
have these divisions been on party lines. 
All parties have combined to create this new 
position, and I appeal to the House to con- 
tinue that position unbroken now. 

Í believe I shall be able to convince the 
House that, whoever was in office, no other 
course would have been possible for them 
than that which the Government is pursuing 
to-day. ‘lhe essential duty of every Govern- 
ment is to fulfil obligations which have been 
publicly revealed and which Parliament sanc- 
tioned. It is not an easy task, for the whole 
field of Irish politics is strewn with broken 
pledges and conflicting claims, and still more 
with conflicting claims presented to us as 
pledges. 

FAULTY DRAFTING. 

The events which Jed up to. the Irish 
of 1921 must be known to everyone 
in this House. By the Treaty agreement civil 
war in Ireland was stayed and Southern 
Ireland became a dominion. An adjustment of 
the boundary.was a vital point of the Treaty, 
but the drafting was faulty, and the 
machinery for adjusting the boundary cannot 
be set up. and in consequence the whole 
agreement has broken down. 

The Goverament must assume that the men 
who made the Treaty meant that the Treaty 
should work. This obvious conclusion has 
been challenged on the ground that in 1920 
Ulster had been given pledges equally sacred, 
hut unfortcaately contradictory. We are 
blamed for being about to coerce Ulster. I 
resent that charge. It is untrue, and 
venture to say that none of Ulster’s spokes- 
mca with v hom we have keen dealing will 
ut that charge in that language. We have 
bá to consider that contention further, and 
in the course of examining the point we have 
prepared for our guidance an authoritative 
statement which we propose to publish for 
general use. 

I must remind the House of what has hap- 
penec. After the passing of the 1920 Act— 
the Act which we are supposed to be violating 
for the first time—and when. the Treaty was 
approved. and still) more when, in 1922, 
it was given the force of statutory law, the 
relationship between the two Acts was dis- 
cussed in both Houses of Parliament in the 
fullest detail, and after that discussion the 
Free State Agreement Act was passed by large 
majorities in this House. With the full 
knowledge of what it was doing Parliament 
decided that it was entitled to modify the 
Act of 1920 in so far as it was proposed that 
it should be modified by the Treaty of 1921, 
and decided. not ouly by an overwhelming 
majority 1. this House, but by a majority of 
recognised parties. 
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THE NORTH'S RIGHTS. 

As I de make it clear, however, that 
] am most anxious to show the fullest concern 
for the rights of Ulster, I shall ask the House 
to listen to a more detailed account of these 
events. When the Coalition was dissolved, 
and Mr. Bonar Law, after succeeding to 
office, had aecided to appeal to the electorate 
in nis election address he used the following 
words :— 

“Our first task on being returned to 
power will be tne ratification of the Irish 
‘Treaty. Ae are prepared to take our part 

‘in making good that Treaty both in the 
letter and in the spirit. We are equally 
pledged to safeguard the freedom of choice 
and the security of the Parliament and 

(;overnment of Northern Ireland.”’ 

When Mr. Bonar Law gave this pledge he 
had, in fact, already taken steps to enable 
him to fulfil it. Under Article 17 of the 
Treaty the rfgume of the Provisional .Govern- 
ment in Dublin came to an end on the follow- 
ing 5th, and unless the Free State Constitu- 
tion were enacted and proclaimed by that 
date the Treaty would to all intents and 
purposes have elapsed. Nothing would have 
been easier than to have allowed the Treaty 
to lapse at that moment if Mr. Bonar Law 
had net found himself bound in honour to do 
the opposite at some inconvenience to himself, 
nis Government, and his party. 

Mr. Bonar Law in dissolving Parliament 
fixed the date of the election at the shortest 
possible notice in order to allow legislation to 
pass in accordance with the Treaty. Ample 
veasons for this step will be {ound in the 
speech he delivered the year before in sup- 
porting the Treaty, but besides this Mr. Bonar 
Law recognised that the overwhelming mass 
of apinion in the country was favourable to 
the Treaty and against allowing it to lapse. 
The Free State Constitution Act accordingly 
passed all its stages in both Houses without a 
single division. 


THE SOUTHEN LOYALISTS, 


We cannot go behind these things. They 
could not be all humbug. They were not 
part of a scheme to betray Northern Ireland 
or to cheat Southern Ireland. We must 
assume that Parliament, knowing the claims 
of Ulster, had made up its mind thatthe Treaty 
should be brought into execution. A con- 
siderable number of members no doubt viewed 
the possible passing of the Act with a great 
deal of mistrust, and the fact trat rct a 
single vote was recorded against it must” be 
attributed, first, to the fact that :nembers 
were all fresh from the constituencies, when 
there was the fullest evidence that eleven 
months after the signature of the Treaty the 
country was still in favour of it and, secondly, 
to considerations arising out of the position 
of the loyal minority in the South. 

The great bulk of this minority had 
accepted the settlement. They had suffered 
as no other class in Ireland had suffered. Loyal 
to the Free State they were. and are none the 
less loyal to the Empire. Their rights and 
status as British citizens they passionately 
prized, and no section here or in Ireland was 
entitled to put its loyalty up against theirs, 
Now, the Treaty was and is their guarantee 
that they should remain in the Commonwealth 
in which they were born. For these reasons 
. Perle ai without exception, approved the 
Act. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S LETTER.

‘Effect could “hot be given to Article 17 
without further legislation, and, indeed, un- 
less statutory force was given to the Treaty 
itself forthwith: So it was in the heat of this 
controversy that the Government found them- 
selves compelled to introduce the Free State 
Agreement Bill, to which the Treaty was ap- 
pended as a schedule. On the second reading 
an amendment was moved by the member.for 
Antrim on February 16, 1925, as follows :— 
'“In view of the fact that the agreement 
provides for setting up a Boundary Com- 
mission to determine the boundaries be- 
tween Northern Ireland and the Irish Free 
State, and that such provision is a direct, 
abrogation of the rights of ‘Ulster as secured 
by the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, 
and is a breach of the pledges given by the 
Prime Minister, this House declines to pro- 
ceed with the second reading of this bill 
until the Government has given an assur- 
ance that the provision in question will be 
eliminated from the agreement, or that any 
decision of the Boundary Commission sha 
only take effect after the approval of the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland has been 
given. 
That amendment was rejected by 502 votes 
against 60. (Labour cheers.) 


LORD HUGH CECIL’S AMEND- 
MENT. 


On 2nd March the question was again raised 
in Committee by an amendment moved by 
Lord Hugh Ceeil as follows :— 

‘Provided that for the removal of doubt 

‘it’ is hereby declared that the British Go- 

vernment in signing, and Parliament in ap- 

proving, Article 12 of the said agreement 

did not intend to agree to the transfer of 

the main area of any of the six counties of 

Northern Ireland to the territory of the 

Irish Free State, but only to such minor 

adjustments, if any, in the boundary be- 

tween Northern Ireland and the Irish Free 

State in one: direction, or, in the other, as 

may, without economic injury either to 

Northern Ireland or the Irish Free State, 

satisfy the desires of bodies of persons of 

homogeneous opinion in respect to their 
territorial situation.”’ 

That amendment was again rejected by 199 
votes to 63. 

Lord Hugh Cecil said that that rather 
elaborate amendment was framed by concoct- 
ing together the assurances given by mem- 
bers of, the Government and supporters of 
the bill. (Laughter.)

THE POINT. 


The Prime Minister—I h so. But the 
point is this: The noble lord says that he put 
in the amendment piasges and statements 
made by his leaders and by the Government 
generally. He pat his amendment and 
argued his case, and his amendment was re- 
jected, and in rejecting his amendment those 
whose. points he said he had collected voted 
against him. I do not want to make sma!l 
capital of it, but I do want to make large 
capital out of it in this House that I am sure 
the noble lord will agree that-—defeated as he 
was, feeling that, perhaps, an honest man was 
again left out in the cold—a feeling we all 
have very frequently—(laughter)—that was a 
very clear indication.by the House of Com- 
mons that it was not going to accept the noble 
iord’s amendment. It was an instruction to 
the Government to pursue a different policy. 
I am trying to carry out that finding, because 
when it was made it became a bargain with 
the Free State. Similar amendments were 
moved by Captain Craig, and again by Lord 
Londonderry in the House of Lords, and they 
met with a similar fate. I recommend hon. 
members to scan the division lists, because 
they are very instructive. 


THE GROUNDS. 


Now, what were the grounds upon which 
these amendments were rejected by Parlia- 
ment? They were stated by the British signa- 
tories to the Treaty—Mr. Churchill, Mr. A. 
Chamberlain, Sir Gordon Hewart, Sir L. 
Worthington-Evans and Lord Birkenhead. 
They were, firstly, that peace in Ireland had 
been secured by the agreement, and that the 
alternative to it was a resumption of war. 
Secondly, these speakers stated that while 
Article 12 was not intended to inyolve the 
transfer of any essential terrifories of 
Northern Ireland to the Free State, it was 
intended that the Boundary Commission 
should itself be the judge of its powers in this 
respect, and that the article in this form 
was an integral part of the agreement. It 
was stated that the. agreement would never 
have been signed by the Irish signatories if it 
had not been inserted. Finally, it was main- 
tained that the agreement was a solemn con- 
tract which, after its ratification on December 
6th, 1921, was binding bhoth on the Govern- 
ment then in power and on its successors. I 
happen to be one of its successors. . 

| have summarised the argument, but the 
extract from the speeches to which I have 
referred have for the convenience of the 
House been printed in the second part of the 
paper we have laid on the table. From these 
facts we have drawn the only conclusion 
which it is possible to draw, and which I 
believe the House itself knows to be the 
only conclusion it is possible to draw. 


COMMISSION MUST DECIDE. 


All thé considerations which can be urged 
to-day in favour of leaving the Treaty to 
lapse—for that is what it means—were fully. 
in front of the House in March, 1922, and not 
a single member who voted in those divi- 
sions could have done so without knowing 
what he was doing. They were discussed at 
length, and by overwhelming majorities Par- 
liament then decided that the Boundary 
Commission was a vital part in the agree- 
ment, and that’ when the Boundary m- 
mission was constituted it must be left to 
interpret the terms of Article 12. It was 
that decision which Mr. Bonar Law under- 
took to ratify when he appealed to the elec- 
torate in the followin rl It was 
that decision which, at his instance, tle new 
Parliament did ratify without a dissentient 
vote when it met in November. 

So far I have been dealing with the com- 
mitments we have inherited from the 
Coalition Government and from the Govern- 
ment of Mr. Bonar Law. I now come to the 
riod after his resignation, when Mr. 
ldwin had succeeded to the office of Prime 
Minister. At this point I again find myself 
committed in a new, but solemn, way. In 
ber, 1923, the question of admitting 
the Irish Free State to the League of Nations 
came up for decision at Geneva. The ap- 

lication, in the first instance, came before a 
Rub-Comshittes of the Sixth Commission, 
upon which His Majesty’s Government was 
represented by Mr. Wood, who was then a 
member of the Government. That Govern- 
ment strongly supported the application of 
the Free State for admission.

As the House is aware, it was hon. gentle- 
men opposite, when, they were in power, who 
initiated the policy of exhaustipg every at- 
tempt to wet the boundary by agreement. 
It is now just a year since they 
announced that Weíore constituting the Com- 
mission they would convene a conference. That 
they were not able to do so was due to a 
train of circumstances which they could not 
control. Our first act was to call the con- 
ference for which they had arranged, . No 
pains were spared to effect a compromise, not 
merely in the interests of this country, but 
still more in the interests of Ireland; but no 
settlement has proved possible, We have had 
conference after conference. We have used 
every means in our power to try to get a 
settlement, by agreement, and I am here ‘o 
report to the use of Commons that, un- 
fortunately, we have failed. 


BOUND TO DO IT. 


We found ourselves confronted by our clear 
obligations under the Treaty to submit the 
boundary between ourselves and the Free 
State to arbitration. We are bound to make 
Article 12 work. 

When we were convinced that the Northern 
Government would not appoint an official 
representative. we had to ask the opinion ot 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
as to the effect of this refusal on Article 12 as 
a workable mstrument. That has involved 
some delay, to which grave exception was 
taken in the Free State. It re! be asked 
why we did not take this step before, seeing 
that we had every reason to believe that 
Northern [reland would refuse to appoint. 
The answer—and I am not at all ashamed 
to give it—is that to have done so would have 
instantly closed all chances of settlement by 
agreement. I am sure that we were right to 
exhaust every one of those chances before 
taking the next step. You can only carry on 
one policy at a time in cases of this kind. 

I have noticed in the Press that various 
opinions have been offered as to the meaning 
of Article 12—some.by signatories of the 
Treaty and some by persons of high legal 
authority. Neither any member of the 
Government nor myself is at liberty to express 
an opinion on this subject. As I have already 
explained, when the Treaty was given the 
force of law Parliament expressly left the 
interpretation of Article 12 to the Commission. 


SCOPE OF THE’ BILL, 


The measure we are now submitting to the 
House is confined strictly to the limits within 
which the Judicial Committee dealt with the 
matter. That tribunal reported, in effect, 
that, owing to an omission in drafting, the 
Boundary Commission could not be appointed. 
The bill is confined to the amendment of 
that error. The bill is to enable us 
to fulfil the spirit of the Treaty when 
the letter is at fault. If we now fail 
to correct this error, or make it a condition 
of correct.ng it, that we are to go back on the 
decisions deliberately taken by Parliament, 
and approved by the electorate in 1922, our 
good faith would be tarnished, and the whole 
lrish settlement destroyed. Everybody meant 
this Treaty to be operative; nod one meant it 
to be a dead letter by reason of technicality. 
We confine ourselves to the duty of removing 
the technicality, 

Supposing, however, that our plea is re- 
jected. What will be the position? — Who 
will then undertake to face the situation in 
Ireland? What will be said about our word, 
not only in Ireland, but elsewhere? [£ maen- 
tion this only to remind the House of the 
consequences that are better left undeseribed. 
Since the Treaty was signed, barely three 
years ago, we have never been in danger 
till now of a party division on Irish affairs. 
Somehow, I am not afraid of it on this occa- 
sion. This in itself is an immense achieve- 
ment—an achievement which I have not 
scrupled to say is mainly due to our friends 
opposite, because, in face of great difficulties, 
they made it so easy for us to follow the 
policy which they had initiated in the pacifica- 
tion of Ireland. 

lf we are to have party divisions now that 
achievement, of priceless value to tae whole 
British Commonwealth, and especially to this 
country, will be destroyed once and for all. 
On the other hand, if this measure is passed 
with the full support of all recognised par- 


' ties in this House, not as a bill of a Govern- 


ment, but a bill of honour, it may never 
have to be brought into operation at all; 
for it does not become Operative until the 
scheduled agreement has been ratified by the 
Legislature of Southern Ireland, and neither 
my right hon. friend the Secretary for the 
Colonies nor myself will neglect any chance 
which may be devised in the meantime to get 
an agreement if that is possible. 


APPEAL TO ULSTER, 


If we have to exercise the power we seek 
we shall do it impartially, and see that 
Ulster’s interests are represented by our 
choice. Yet I would rather not appoint any- 
one. I would that Ulster herself would do 
it. Ulster can never be indifferent to an 
appeal to accept the decision of a final 
authority in our Constitution—Parliament. 
Its acquiescence in decisions come to as these 
have been will win for it the gratitude of the 
whole Empire. We know her feelings. We 
know the history of the struggle. We know 
her memories. "We can put. oureelves in her 
place. But I would ask this House to pass 
this bill with such unanimity as will be an 
Imperial appeal to Ulster to be magnanimously 
loyal to a compact upon the carrying out of 
which Irish peace so much depends. 


CONSERVATIVE LEADER. 
TRAGEDY THAT QUESTION 


SHOULD BE RAISED. 


Mr. Baldwin said—As regards the Prime 
Minister’s speech I have no fault to find with 
the history of the question, which he was 
bound to dwell upon at some length. He has 
given a history of this difficult period with 
candour and fairness, and I believe him when 
he says that it was no task he desires. in 
introducing this bill. I will add this. | 
think it is a tragedy that the boundary ques- 
tion should have been raised at all at this 
time. 

Those of us who supported the passage of 
the Treaty have watched with anxiety, and 
sympathy and admiration the efforts which 
have been made against overwhelming odds 
both in the South and in the North to pacify 
this unhappy country, and we have seen how, 
with the passage of time and owing to the 
efforts that have been made, to-day peace 
exists all along the border where for so long 
eace was foreign. (Hear, hear.) There is 
ree passage from one side to the other and 
free communication between individuals on 
either side, and one wonders what malign 
influence can be at work in the country where 
the best efforts of man can be so often frus- 
trated by-the malignity of fate, It has raised 
this one question which may, if ill-luck 
attend, be a spark to light the com- 
bustible material which still lies along the 
border. |

It was on the as- 
sumption—and on that assumption alone—that 
a Boundary Commission meant a Commission to 
deal with the rectification of the boundary 
that the bill was passed through the House of 
Commons. (Opposition cheers.) It was be- 
cause that was so fully implanted in the minds 
of those who peppers the bill that the 
amendments to which the Prime Minister has 
referred were defeated. 

The point has not been raised in any other 
quarter that there is any equivocal meaning 
in the words of the Article. 

Mr. Pringle—Yes, it has, again and again. 

Mr. Baldwin—I agree that individual mem- 
bers mentioned it, but those who supported 
the bill were satisfied by the assurance which 
was given to them by the legal authorities 
which had been expressing that that was the 
meaning of the clause, and for that reason 
they supported the bill. As doubts have 
arisen as to the meaning of the clause, and 
you are bringing in a bill to give effect not 
to the letter, but to the spirit of the Treaty, 
I contend that you should express in your bill 
the whole spirit, and not a part of the spirit, 
and so fulfil the double debt of honour, and 
not only what you conceive to be a debt to 
one party in the case. (Opposition cheers.) 


AMENDMENTS IN COMMITTEE, 


It is for that reason that, recognising all 
we have admitted, I do not propose to oppose 
the second reading of this Fill, but amend- 
ments. will be moved giving effect to what | 
have suggested on the Committee stage of the 
bill. If these amendments are not accepted, 
or if it is not in order to amend the bill, the 
responsibility for what is in the bill must 
rest with the Government, and with the 
Government alone. (Opposition cheers.) We 
shall have no part or responsibility in it, and 
we shal] have to consider then what our action 
shall be at a later stage. 

I have never anticipated that any other in- 
terpretation can be placed upon Article 12 by 
the Commission than that which was under- 
stood by the House of Commons during the 
ee of the Treaty two or three years ago. 

ut without amendment there is a risk that, 
contrary to expectations, a decision may be 
come to which would go beyond what 
we anticipated, and beyond the indisputable 
intention of Parliament when the bill was 
passed: A situation would arise of an en- 
tirely new kind, one in which no man could 
foresee what would happen, a situation for 
which I can see no possible solution. It is 
for that reason that I would ask the House, 
even at this hour, to consider carefully 
whether they cannot embody what I believe 
to be the whole spirit of the Treaty into this 
Amending Bill. 


GRIM REALITIES. 


The Government have, doubtless, weighed 
carefully the possibilities cf failure and 
disaster. The Prime Ministet has said that 
no wordy settlement would be sufficient. We 
are indeed beyond the realm of words, and 
the House should try to realise that we are 
here face to face, not with words, but with 

rim realities. (Cheers.) 

We are go, the phase of word-making 
or phrase-mongering. We are in an at- 
mosphere where a careless word or an unwise 
act may cause bloodshed in Ireland, and, 
when once in that country that dread streafn 
begins to flow, no man can prophesy its 
course, or can tell its dimensions or stay its 
current. It is for that reason that during 
this debate I hope all members will feel the 
grave responsibility resting upon them. Let 
us hope that these words we use every day 
before we begin our customary business : ‘* A 
right judgment in all things’’—that that 
prayer may be fulfilled, and that in this time 
cf great crisis those words may not be 
rendered of no effect. (Cheers.) 


LIBERALS’ ATTITUDE. 
HEARTY AND UNDIVIDED 
SUPPORT. 


Mr. Asquith said that his main purpose in 
rising was to say that he, and, he believed, 
his political friends, proposed to give the bill 
hearty and undivided support. ‘hey would 
rather that there had been no necessity for 
it. That was primarily an Irish question, a 
matter of domestic concern, and now that 
they had given—he thought wisely—to Ireland 
the status of a Dominion, it was a question 
which had better be settled in Ireland and by 
Irishmen. There was no Englishman or 
Scotchman present who would not prefer that 
solution of that perennial difficulty. 

They were confronted with precisely the 
same problem ten years ago on the eve of the 
war. The King was then pleased to summon 
a conference at Buckingham Palace. They 
found the problem insoluble then; he hoped 
it was not going to prove insoluble now. The 
moment when they dealt with the Irish 
problem of self-government they were bound 
to recognise the gulf which still separated the 
South from the North of Ireland—though they 
hoped it was a narrowing guli—and they 
must, at any rate provisionally, arrange a 
boundary. 

When the Act of 1922 was passed no one 
more cordially and sincerely welcomed it than 
himself. It gave Dominion status to Ireland, 
subject only to the provisions of Article 12. 
What were those provisions? Ireland but for 
those provisions would have been constituted 
into a single Dominion. Very wisely Article 
12 was inserted. And what ‘was its effect? 
The effect was that the North of Ireland as 
constituted by the Act of 1920 was, subject 
to certain conditions, giyen the option to con- 
tract out of the Dominion. Northern Ireland 
as defined by the Act of 1920 was in point of 


area to contain the six counties. 


NOT INFLEXIBLE, 


It was perfectly clear that the framers of 

Article 12 thought that the boundary of the 
six counties was not to be an inflexible and 
permanent line. The Article ‘enacted that 
for the purposes of the Act of 1922 and of 
that instrument the boundary of Northern 
Ireland should be such, not as was fixed by 
the Act of 1920, but as might be determined 
by the Commission. 
_ He did not approach the matter in any 
controversial spirit. He thought the Govern- 
ment had come to a perfectly right decision. 
Attempts were made to impose upon the 
Commissioners obligations as to how they 
should interpret the powers given to them, 
but those attempts were rejected in that 
House and in the House of Lords by large 
majorities. The inferences he drew from 
that was that the Parliament of the day de- 
liberately gave to the Commission the powers 
of interpreting the nature and scope of the 
functions entrusted to them. 

He was a hearty supporter of that proposal, 
and, he need not say, an opponent of the 
amendments. It appeared to him that His 
Majesty's Government had taken the only 
course in filling the gap created in the 
manner in. which to fill it by 
the provisions of the bill. If the bill passed 
into law, if the ission, with the gap 
filled, was appointed and set to work, he 
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i ghid that he would ask the Prime 
Minister to appreciate the situation in which 
the Ulster Government found itself. That 
Government was set up by the Act‘ of. 1920, 
and was modelled on the Imperial Govern- 
ment. It was a constitutional representative 
Government. The members of it were re- 
sponsible to the House of Commons, and the 
members of the House of Commons, in their 
turn, were responsible to their constituents. 

The framers of the Treaty knew what they 
were doing. The Government of the day 
knew the powers which had been given to 
the Government of Northern Ireland. — It 
must have been obvious to anybody who 
framed the Treaty that the power was given 
to a body who might or might not exercise 
it. The Fós of the Opposition stated that 
afternoon that all the members of the Oppo- 
sition who signed the Treaty took the view 
that Clause 12 was a matter of small and 
narrow interpretation. 


QUESTION OF EXISTENCE. 


Then they had the leader of the Liberal 
Party arguing that the Jett thew of the 
Commission was unlimited. If the right hon. 
ventleman was correct in that opinion, the 
‘ommission might take away from Northern 
Ireland such an amount of territory as would 
render the continued existence of Northern 
Ireland. impossible, That was asking the 
House of Commons to hand over to a Com- 
mission the. right to determine whether 
Northern Ireland should exist or not. In 
those pinches it seemed to be useless 
to make any appeal. 

It seeme = him that for the Prime 
Minister to give one interpretation on the 
Treaty and to require everybody to accept 
that as the correct one, was asking too much 
of the House. He had also to find fault with 
the Prime Minister for treating the pledges 
given in connection with the Treaty as if they 
stood alone. He wanted to go a little 
further back. "Then the Act of 1920 
was introduced Sir. Edward Carson 
(as he then was) was actually asked to go to 
the North of Ireland and ask his followers if 
they would accept it and work it. The six- 
county area was part of that bill. Sir Edward 
Carson did go and put the matter before his 
supporters. They did undertake to work the 
Constitution which was then set up, and they 
had worked it. 

Lord Carson had stated in the House of 
Lords that he absolutely refused to go over 
and ask Ulster to accept a Parliament there 
unless he had a solemn assurance that that 
would be a final settlement of the matter. 
They had, therefore, a definite statement from 
Lord Carson that he had a pledge from Mr. 
Lloyd George that the six counties area 
should be a settlement. They had as further 
evidence the letter from Lord Long which 
Lord Selborne had sent to the papers; and 
they had, further, the statement of a trust- 
worthy and independent person in a speech 
by Viscount Grey, who had never shown any 
partiality for Ulster, but who said definitely 
that there were two inconsistent pledges. 


TWO PLEDGES. 


Members from Northern Ireland said that 
there were two pledges, but they pointed out 
that the pledges given to Ulster were made 
before the Treaty was thought of, 
and were well known to the negotia- 
tors of the Free State who went to London. 
The Irish Free State, when asked for further 
pledges, which were inconsistent with the 
pledges already given to Ulster, were, there- 
tore, in the position, to use legal phrase, of 
purchasers with knowledge. And they had 
no claim to special consideration. If both 
pledges could not be carried out, then, he 
contended, the Government should stick to 
the first one. 

The leader of the Liberal Party had said 
that it was a question of honour to make the 
alteration proposed. How could that be 
maintained by Mr. Lloyd George, seeing that 
the Treaty, as it stood, only carried out his 
pledge that the rights of Ulster should not 
be enforced or prejudiced? He felt. in the 
circumstances, that the gloss put by the 
Prime Minister on the Treaty was not 
justified, and that it was impossible to hold 
the honour of the country pledged to his 
interpretation of what was done. 


BEGINNING OF TROUBLE, 


But, apart from the question of honour, 
he maintained that the bill was inexpedient. 
It was not going to be the end of trouble ; 
it was going to be the beginning of it. The 
Leader of the House had said that Parlia- 
ment intended to refer the consideration of 
Article 12 to the Commissioners, but he 
doubted that very much: The Commission 
had no powers whatever, except those given 
to it by the words of Article 12, and those 
words were, at least, of doubtful con 
struction. Further, any decision of the Com- 
mission was open to question. If they took 
away the whole country from Ulster and 
handed it over to Southern Ireland, that de- 
cision would be open to question. Northern 
Ireland would be advised not to with- 
draw its police, and there would - be 
in the situation all the materials of a con- 
flagration. 

In the Fast state of affairs to go on with 
Article 12 was hopeless folly. He suggested 
that the Colonial Secretary, who had been 
running through the wilds of South Africa, 
should spend a week of his holiday on the 
border, when he would learn something of 
the feeling which existed. He did not think 
that the Prime Minister realised how strong 
that feeling was. When the Treaty was 
signed there were distarbances in Ireland, 
but he should remember that since that date 
there had been a'l aiong the border murder, 
eI Corco, and outrage of all kinds. 

A Liberal M.P.—Not all on one side. 

Mr, Reid said that he was not attributing 
blame to anybody, but only stating the fact. 
Members who ialked of transferring areas 
small or great from one territorv to the other 
did not realise that in those areas were the 
dwellinghouses of men and women who had 
been living in the midst of this state of 
affairs. Members on the Northern sido could 
not be expected to sit down to talk over the 
matter calmly when they realised that the 
Commission might so draw the iine that they 
should be put into the hands of the people 
from whom they had suffered. 


PLAYING WITH FIRE. 


Could the Government not visualise and 
realise the ition of those people who were 
loyally attached to the mpire, who had 
suffered outrage in the past, but who now 
might be put out of the protection of the 
Crown and put into the hatide of people whom 
they had always looked upon as disloyal ” 
They asked the _Prime Minister to realise 
that he was playing with fire. Only a week 
ago he was at a meeting of ple from the 
border districts held in Enniskillen. It was a 
spontaneous meeting, called by local people to 
protest against the bill and against any 
alteration in the border. It was a cold wet 
day, and it was absolutely miserable to be 
out of doors. Yet thousands of ‘people stood 
there for hours in order to voice their feel-

e knew, for waat it was worth, that in 
private conversation with him at the time 
many members on that side of the House, at 
any rate, said that they brought themselves 
to support the Treaty because as they said: 
“ Of course in the end if Ulster does not like 
it she need never appoint a Commissioner.” 
(Hon. Members—‘Oh!’’), That had un- 
doubtedly been said to him over and over 
again by hon. members of that House who sat 
on that side. 
Mr. C. Healy—A trick. 


NOT A TRICK. 

Mr. O'Neill said that it was not in the 
least a trick because the whole basis of the 
matter was Ulster’s consent, and his conten- 
tion was that once they got beyond that they 
were laying up for themselves—the Govern- 
ment were laying up for themselves and that 
House might be laying up for itself—great 
difficulties and great dangers in the broad 
{[mperial aspect of the matter for the future. 
What was the Imperial aspect of the matter? 
Northern Ireland a 
separate Parliament and Government. . The 
fact that Northern Ireland did not want 
that Parliament, but infinitely preferred to re- 
main an integral part of the United King- 
dom, was not relevant. That Parliament was 
opened in full State by His Majesty the King, 
and the late Mr. Bonar Law, in his speech 
on the Treaty, said that the boundary clause 
was the one clause in the Treaty which made 
him fearful of the future. e used these 
words—‘‘ If there is one point which Ulster 
thought settled, and settled once and for all, 
it is the question of the boundary, and I have 
grave misgivings with regard to the future of 
Article 12.” 

What the Government proposed to do now 
was to alter the boundaries between Northern 
Ireland and Southern Ireland without the 
consent of one of the parties to the transac- 
tion, and in doing so they were abrogating a 
great Imperial principle, upon which de- 
pended the stability of the self-governing por- 
tions of the Empire. There was in existence 
a Colonial Boundaries Act, passed, he be- 
heved, in 1895, and the main effective words 
of that Act provided that the boundary of 
no Colony might be altered without the con- 
sent of that Coiony. Ulster was not a’ 
Colony, he agreed—it was the last thing they 
wished to be. They who lived there had al- 
ways been an integral portion of the United 
Kingdom and the Empire; but though they 
were not a Colony the principle applied 
whethey they were a Colony or whether 
they were not. What that Act really meant 
was that in Imperial matters they could not 
alter the bounoaries of a self-governed 
State without the consent of the State whose 
boundaries they proposed to alter. 


MISCONCEPTION, 


He believed even to-day there was great 
misconception in that House and throughout 
Great Britain regarding the status of Northern 
Ireland within the United Kingdom. The 
question of the status of Northern Ireland in 
the United Kingdom, of course, up to 1920, 
was unknown ; but the status of Northern Ire- 
land in the United Kingdom was ex- 
actly analogous to the status of a 
Provincial Government in Canada 
ir relation to the Dominion Govern- 
ment. In both cases members were 
returned—to the Dominion Legislature in the 
case of Canada, and to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment in the case of this country, What would 
the Dominion Government of Canada say, he 
wondered, if it were proposed that the 
boundaries between Quebec and Ontario should 
be altered by an Act of the Dominion Govern- 
ment without the consent of one of the parties 
to the boundary’? Such a proposal would be 
unheard of nea impossible. 

If they were to carry on their great heritage 
of Imperial government on such principles 
they should soon find the great edifice of Em- 
pire crashing upon their ears. 

He would develop the larger aspect of the 
question, because the last thing he wished to 
do, and he was certain it was the last thing 
which any representative from Northern Ire- 
land wished to do, was in any way to add 
bitterness or acerbity to this controversy. He 
held that Northern Ireland was being unjustly 
treated. They held that the Government were 
violating one of the essential principles upon 
which the British Empire rested, and conse- 
quently they made their protest, and they 
should carry this amendment to a division. 
(Cheers.) 


MR. MACPHERSON, 


Mr. Ian Macpherson said that he was 
Chief Secretary, and took part in the nego- 
tiations which preceded the 1920 Act. The 
pledge then given to Ulster was that she 
would be left with her six counties to pursue 
her own economic destiny. Lord ng’s 
pledge, of which he wrote three weegs ago, 
was as clear and distinct as his own. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, who was indistinctly 
heard, said that he intervened, because it 
was anticipated that the statement of Lord 
Long might be referred to, and it was the 
duty of the Government to ascertain the 
facts. Their system of Cabinet rule prevented 
Cabinet documents from being produced, and 
he only rose to warn the House that they 
had searched the records that morning with- 
out result. It was open to any ex-Cabinet 
Minister who had the documents to Fanon 
them before them. The Government did not 
want to go into the issue raised by Lord 
Long. He hoped that no reference would be 
made to it. 

An Opposition Member—Do you say that 
Lord Long did not tell the truth? 

No answer was returned. 

Mr. Macpherson said that he would utter no 
word which would place the Government or 
anyone else in any difficulty of the kind, but 
his recollection was the same as Lord Long s. 
The pledge that was given to Ulster was as 
binding as that given to the Free State, and 
the honour of the country was just as much at 
stake. A Treaty which they had been told 
was unalterable was being altered at the in- 
stigation of the Free State. If the Treaty 
were altered the duties of the Commission 
ought to be defined and limited to slight re- 
adjustment of the boundaries. They ought to 
keep faith with Ulster, more especially as 
he believed that before long there would be a 
Republic in the South of Ireland. 


LORD. HUGH CECIL. 


Lord Hugh Cecil said that, however badly 
they might think of the Treaty, both the 
Government and Parliament were absolutely 
bound by it. The Treaty laid a very definite 
obligation upon the Government to appoint a 
Boundary Commission. To go beyond that, 
would be to go beyond the words of the 
Treaty. If the Government of Northern Ire- 
land had been a party to the Treaty there 
would have been an obligation upon them to 
appoint their commissioner; but they were 
not a party to the Treaty, and had protested 
against it from the very earliest stage. . 
As far as the Treaty obligation was applied 
to the ordinary principles by which interna- 
tional treaties were interpreted, the British 
Government had fulfilled its obligations, and 
no further obligation rested upon it. But 
from another point of view, it would be un- 
wise with regard to a wider interpretation, 
to raise expectations in the minds 
of the people of the Free State, 
The intention of the signatories differed, and 
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Mr. Haden Guest said that he hoped for a 
peaceful settlement of the dispute, but thought 
that better results would be obtained by an 
imparial arbitration than were likely to be 
come to by agreement. He did not think that 
a Boundary Commission would draw a line 
that would mean the virtual destruction of 
Northern Ireland. 
Mr. Harney said that the Free State was 
prepared to abide by the findings of an 
expert Commission, ; | 
Sir A. Shirley. Benn intimated that he 
could not vote for the second reading unless 
some amendment was put in limiting the 
duties of the Commission to mere rectifica- 
tion of the boundaries. 


NO™ A FAIR DEAL. 


Sir Robert Lynn said that the Government 
were not giving Ulster a fair deal, but were 
loading the dice against them, 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor said that this was 
not an occasion on which he could fulfil his 
obligations to his own people without saying 
a word. He represented not only his own 
constituency, but a large body of Irish 
people scattered about Great Britain, who 
took a great interest in their co-religionists 
and fellow-Nationalists. All through the 
debate he had been assailed by a feeling 
which reduced him almost to despair. For 
throughout the debate there recurred the 
fallacy which in the past had been respon- 
sible for much destruction in the world and 
which stil threatened the world. 

There was no fallacy so destructive as the 
fallacy that you could add to the strength 
of a nation by taking land belonging to an- 
other nation and populated by a hostile 
people. That had been proved in the case 
of Germany and France in regard to Alsace 
Lorraine. That same fallacy underlay the 
attitude of his friends opposite on a poor and 
limited parochial scale in regard to the Six 
Counties in the small country of Ireland. 

In Fermanagh and Tyrone the majority of 
the population were hostile to. being governed 
by the. Northern Government and to the 
extent that they were hostile to the Govern- 
ment under which they were kept by force, 
to that extent they were as much a weakness 
to Ulster and the present Government as 
Alsace Lorraine was a weakness to Germany. 
Such arrangements had within them the 
seeds of hatred and even, perhaps, of blood- 
shed. And yet his friends opposite insisted 
on trying to add strength to Ulster by keep- 
ing two counties that held a hostile popula- 
tion to it. 

He felt concerned in this matter for the 
honour of Great Britain, which would be be- 
smirched if it should be said that England 
made a Treaty which it violated. It would 
give a handle to its enemies, who would be 
delighted if it were violated. 


OTHER TREATIES. 


The words of the Treaty have been sub- 
jected to any amount of criticism. Things 
have been read into them and out of them and 
around them. One would think that these 
words had never been heard of before, and 
were i into any Treaty before. But, 
as everybody who has read these Treaties 
knows, these words appear in the Treaties 
with Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania, and pl the 
other countries, that have a somewhat mixed 
population as Ireland has. There is not a 
single one of those Treaties that does 
not contain the same 0principle, the 
same clause, and actually the same 
words, and this is the awful novelty 
which has been created by perfidious English 
statesmen and Irish Nationalists for the sub- 
Jugation of the gentlemen on the other side. 

_ Surely it does not require a Treaty to estab- 
lish the principle that all people have the. 
right to choose their own Government. — It 
is the fundamental principle with all of us in, 
this country, and the idea that people can be 
governed against their will has passed from 
the world, except among my hon. friends. A 
great deal of religion has Ss brought into 
this matter. After a long experience of Par- 
liamentary life, I will lay down as my apothe- 
gram to the future, that when there is a lot 
of talk about religion there is no religion. 
Why do my hon. friends think it necessary to 
make all this objection because a certain num- 
oer of Catholics are removed from under their 
rule! 

I do wish that my friends from Ulster and 
some of my friends from the South of Ireland 
could, like me, take a course of educa- 
tion in the English life. It is 
astonishing how much it would broaden them. 
They are pretty hopeless, but still if they 
would live for a few years in England they 
would lose half their bigotry and half their 
ignorance. Three of the civil officers of the 
great City of London are Roman Catholics. 
Personally, I do not care whether they are 
Roman Catholics or Episcopalian Protestants, 
or Methodists or Jews. That is their affair. 
Would such a thing be possible in Belfast? 

Mr. Moles—It costs the Mayor there £3,000 
a year. That is why they will not spend it. 

Mr. O'Connor—I leave the argument with 
the answer of my hon, friend. I went down to 
Birmingham a few months ago. I stopped at 
the house of the Lord’ Mayor—a charming 
house. He had been made Lord Mayor of 
Birmingham twice. He is a Jew. I met at 
luncheon next day the Lord Mayor, who was 
to succeed him. He was an English 
Roman Catholic, which means a much 
more violent form of Catholicism. 
The Catholics, English and Irish, in 
Birmingham are not; I suppose, more than five 
per cent. of the population. The Jews are 
about 5 per cent., too, and nobody in Bir- 
mingham when choosing a Lord Mayor asks a 
man whether he is a Catholic or a Protestant 
or a Jew. If my hon. friends. would only 
learn a few lessons like that, and take them 
to heart, they might even reconcile the 
Catholics of Fermanagh, hecause they then 
would feel that they had some chance of 
getting a square deal. - 


“ ULSTER,” 

A piece of English ignorance upon which 
my hon. friends opposite have been trading 
lor years is the use of the word “ Ulster” as 
a homogenious entity. ‘They even try to carry 
that doctrine so far that in one of their 
pronouncements in favour of keeping Tyrone 
and Fermanagh, they laid down this astonish- 
ing doctrine: “ Look at the sacrifice we have 
made for peace. Ulster consists of nine coun- 
ties, we have been satisfied with six.” 

In Monaghan, which is one of the counties 
of Southern Ireland, an Orange procession 
was carried out under protection of the au- 
thorities, Five out of nine of the judges in 
Southern Ireland are Protestants. That is 
the way in which minorities should be won. 
That: is the reason why the Joyal minority 
of the South have given their full adhesion 
to the Government of the South. |
